The prettice ef fuperiors has a,much greater influence 
upon Inferiors, than the jufteft precepts, inculcated by the 
ftrongeft and cleareit ypafons:.,on which account the 
former ought to take double care,-of their conduét and 
behaviour, left they fhould be infrumental.in propaga- 
ting ilJ-manners ; which may perhaps,be counted more 
difreputable than the propagation of impiety.

His majetly asking 
him the ocealign, the bifhop told. him, That he could 
not think it confillent with good manners to interrupt 
his majeily in his difcourfe: which modett reproof was 
taken well by his majetty, and had a very good effect 
upon, him, ——— His fun king Cuarges I. was never 
guilty of any fuch indecency, but was the exactelt pattern 
of public devotion which his, fubjeéts could propofe to 
themfelves for their imitation. A, moit remarkable in- 
ftance of which the earl of CLARENDON gives us, in 
the firit book of his Hifory, where he relates the manner 
in which, his majefty received the news of the aflaffina- 
tion of his favourite and prime minifter the duke of 
BuckincuaM. * His majelly was at the publick pray- 
ers of the church, when Sir Joun Hirpprestey came 
into the room, with a troubled countenance ; and with- 
out any paufe in refpect of the exeicife they were per- 
forming, went directly to the king, and whifpered in 
his ear what had fallen out. His majeity continued un- 
moved, and without the Jealt change in his counte- 
nance, “ull prayers were ended; when he fuddenly 
departed to his chamber, and threw himfelf upon his 
bed, lamenting with much paflion, and with abundance 
of tears, the lofs he had of an exce!lent fervant, and 
the horrid manner in which he had bcen deprived of 
him: and he continued in this melancholic, difcampo- 
fure of mind many days.”. Mr. Waurer juttly cele 
brates this devout behawiour, rather with hiforical truth,
